The dedication services were con­ 
ducted by Dr. George L. Snivel}', a 
Christian church dedicator, of Lew ­ 
iston, III., assisted by the pastor, 
Rev. Phil Stark, Rev. G. C. Davis, 
pastor of the Baptist church; Rev. 
G. E. Hargis, pastor of the Metho­ 
dist Episcopal church; Rev. J. Stu­ 
art M ill, district superintendent of 
the Christian churches, and Rev. 
A. VV. Kokendoffer, pastor of the 
First Christian church in Sedalia. 
A number of Sedalians, including 
Misses Vera Voigt and Aleda Lange 
and Messrs. VV'. B. Malone and J. 
Archer Smith, participated in the 
musical program. 
Following is a brief history of the 
Houstonia church, since its organ­ 
ization : 
The Christian church of Housto­
